NIMMO 
HE HAS BEEN UNABLE TO FIND OUT MUCH 
ABOUT THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Chicago Trivuin.. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—The report of 
Mr. Joseph Nimmo Jr., Chief of the Bureau of 


Statistics, in regard to the comparative rates of 


wages in different countries, prepared in reply 
to a resolution of the Senate, has been submitted 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Mr. Nimmo states that, as the result of a 
somewhat laborious investigation, be found it 
to be utterly impracticabie from availabie d ta 
to present a satisfactory reply to the resolution 
of the Senate. He realized the fact, however, 
that he could render a substantia! public service 
by ascertaining in so far as possible the different 
conditions under which labor is employed in 
different countries. 

He reports that the published data upon the 
subject of wages is not contemporaneous, that 
the bours of labor differ in the several countries, 
and that the organization Of labor is $ditferent. 
Wages paid in different countries are more or 
leas affected by arrangements in regard to me 
boarding of operatives and providing teneme 
for them, by the relative extemt to which pro- 
duction depends upon human skill and upon the 
use of machinery, and the fact that wages in 
certain industries are paid not upon the basis 
of time, but upon the basisof the product of 


labor, 

Then in, the earnings of labor are greatly 
aflected by the degree of regularity of employ- 
ment, and by the requirements and regulations 
of tradés’ unions and manufacturers’ associa- 
tions. Besides, the available data has been toa 
considerable extent collected ta a perfuoctory 
manuer and without concert of action on the 
part of those collect it, 

In view of these facts Mr. Nimmo entered 
upon 

AN ORIGINAL INVESTIGATION, 
in so far as time and the means at his disposal 
would permit, and as the result of bis inquiries 
he bas presented a considerable amount of in- 
teresting and valuable information as follows: 

Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, of Pittsburg, Pa., Spe- 
ciai Agent of the Census Ohe, in charge of the 
statistics of wages in manufacturing industries. 
states that wages paid in the mauufacture of 
iron are about 100 per cent greater in the United 
States than in England. 

Messers. J. and P. Coats, of Pawtucket, R. I., 
and Paisiey, Scotland, state that the average 
wages puid by them are Ii per cent greater at 
Pawtucket than at Paisley. 

Clark Thread Company state that the 
average of all the wages paid by them is 101% 
per cent greater, at Newark, N. J., that at 
Paisley, Scotland. 

Mr. Carroll D. Wright, Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics of Labor of Massachusetts, states the 
weekly earnings of a Massachusetts weaver to 
be only 6 8-10 per cent greater than the weekly 
earnings of a weaver in Evyiand. 

The Hon. Jouathau Chace, member of Con- 
gress froth Rhode isiand, who, as sole or joint 
proprietor of several establishments, is largely 
engaged in che manufacture of cotton goods, 
states that the average wajres paid in the manu* 
facture of cotton gouds are about 62 r cent 
greater in the United States than in Engiand, 
and that the average earnings of the more high- 
8 skilied laborers in the cotton-milis of the 

nited States exceed those of similar laborers 
Mr. 


in Eagiand in a much thighber degree. 


Chace sharply controverts the statement re- 


cently made by Mr. Carroll D. Wr 
com parative weekly earnings of a 
weaver and of a weaver in Engiand. 

Mr. William C. Wyckoff, Secretary of the Silk 
Association of America, estimates that the 
average wages paid in the manufacture of silk 
woods in the United States are 100 per cent 
greater than in England. 

Mr. Nimmo dectates that in view of the inade- 
quacy of iuformation in reer to wages actually 
paid, and io regard to the differences in the cou- 
ditions under which iabor is employed in differ- 
ent couutries, be does not deem it proper for 
him at the present time to express, upon the 
authority of his office, any opinion as to the 
general question of tiie relative rates of wages 
paid — * in 222 4 — and iu — 
countries.

THE TARIFF QUESTION 

of the comparative rates of wages paid for labor 
in different countries, he says that, under the 
most favorable conditions, the tariff question, in 
its bearings upon the labor question, is one of 
great complexity, but it becomes obscure and 
interminable when the discussion involves both 
the relevancy and the accuracy of data em- 
ployed to establish apparentiy fundamental 
propositions.” 

Ineconciusion he says: Wulle it has been 
impossibie at the present time to comply fully 
and completely with the requirements of the 
resolution of the Senate, it is boped that the 
facts and considerations presented may serve 
to throw some light upon the subject, and to 
indicate the importance of institutmg a thor- 
ough investigation in reward to wages and the 
conditions governing the employment of labor 
in the United States und in foreign countries.”

There committees, in the matter of 
executive busioess, are often mere sluice-wates 
through which filth is poured upon the Senate. 
A man's character is attacked with impunity in 
„ place where he carinot make any reply, and 
where be cannot properly know what be is 
charged with. Private character is often as- 
sauited in the most outrageous manner, and 
perfect freedom is guaranteed by this secrecy to 
the most malignant _libeler. Persons 
who would not dare to make 
some of the charges in pubiic, much 


less in a court-room, vilify private character in 


the most extraordinary manner. The system, 
of course, is wrong; but it exists, and while it 
does exist it should be respected, and Senators 
ought not to violate its secrets. I suppose they 
do, or otherwise it would not be possibie for the 
press to get such accurate information as they 
often do as to the proceedi ip secret session. 
I do not blame the press, but 1 do blame the 
Senators. 1 have seen reports of executive 
sessions as complete and accurate in their 
details as if the correspondent had been present 
to take notes.” 

“The press as a rule,“ I suggested, has very 
little respect for executive sessions, possibly 
not enough respect. and will be pretty certaia 
to publish all that can be learned by diligence 
and skill about these proceedings with closed 
doors. They look upon this mystery a good 
deal as they would look upon an ostrich fleeing 
from its pursuers, and seeking safety by bury- 
ing its bead in the sand.“ :

Map1son, Wis., May 15.—The news of the death 
at Eureka Springs, Ark., last evening, of ex-

Tur confirmation of Roland Worthington | 

as Collector of the Port of Beston, the most 
important Federal office in New England, 
has proved a bitter dose to the Civil-Service 
Reform Club of Boston, and has called forth 
a series of resolutions adopted by that organi- 
zation denouncing in strong terms Worth- 
ington’s appointment and confirmation as an 
open avowal by President Arthur and his 
supporters in the Senate that they 
have ho sympathy with the cause of 
civil-servicereform. Worthington’s nomina- 
tion was confirmed yesterday by a vote of 38 
yea¢g to 14 nays, the latter including eight 
Republican and six Democratic Senators. 
The two Senators from Massachusetts sought 
in vain to rally a successful opposition to 
this appointment, the most distasteful one—- 
no doubt intentionally so- that the President 
could possibly have made. They were disap- 
pointed and defeated in their efforts to 
oppose the principles ot civil-service reform 
against the Senatorial fondness for standing 
“solid” with the Executive dispenser of 
patronage. But Messts. Hoar and Dawes 
show no signs of tendering their resignations. 
‘They have been beaten in this fight, but 
have plenty of vigor left with which to re- 
new the fight under conditions less favorable 
to the success of machine methods. 


Crises in Egypt seem to beas thick as 
Bedouins in its deserts: No sooner is it out 
of one than itisinto another, and England 
and France are kept on the qut vive with 
their war vessels, which hover abbut the 
shore of Egypt to no special purpose, as 
neither of them can do much until Germany 
speaks the word of consent. The present 
crisis evidently is the outgrowth of the sub- 
mission of the power to the army 
by the Khedive. Arabi Bey, its leader, 
has carried matters with a high hand. 
Immediately upon assuming authority 
he brake up the Ministry and in- 
ereased his army. He organized a Cham- 
ber, and has ruled it ever since. He 
has putin hisown Ministry, and, though he 
has succeeded in steering clear of any 
active interference wih me finances, the 
fact itself that Egypt was dominated by 
the army instead of by the Khedive has 
disturbed them more or less. Such an 
illegal and illogical condition of things it was 
evident could not last long. The culmina- 
tion has come, and oncé more the French and 
English war ships are on the alert. As Arabi 
Bey and the Ministry now have determined 
to depose the Khedive and drive out the for- 
eigners, England and France evidently have 
to do one of two things: either support the 
Khedive or abandon the bondholders. It 
may be safely affirmed that both England and 
France will hold on to the money-bags to the 
last—uniess Turkey and Germany interfere. 
A Turkish army full of German officers and 
having Germany’s moral support is not a 
pleasant subject for English or French con- 
templation, especially with Austria and Italy 
looming up in the background. 
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THE VALUE OF WAGES. 

The Senate of the United States some time 
ago directed the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics to furnish a report showing the 
comparative rates of wages of the working 
classes in different countries, together with 
the rates of wages in this country. Mr. 
Nimmo, the Chief of that bureau, makes a 
report that it is impossible to furnish the in- 
formation desired, amd he therefore com- 
municates to the Senate such infor „ation as 
is given him by the proprietors o. various 
protected manufacturing establishments. 

Referring to the several statements made 
by Consuls of the United States, most of 
which have been published, the Chief of the 
bureau reports “that the published data | 
upon the subject of wages is not contem- 
poraneous, that the hours of labor differ in 
the several countries, and that the organiza- 
tion of labor is different. Wages paid in 
different countries are more or ‘less af- 
fected by arrangements in regard to the 
boarding of operatives and providing ten- 
ements for them, by the relative extent to 
which production depends upon human 
skill, and upon the use of machinery, and 
the fact that wages in certain industries are 
paid not upon the basis of time, but upon a 
basis of the product of labor. Then, again, 
the earnings of labor are greatly affected by 
the degree of regularity of employment and 
by the requirements and regulation of trades- 
unions and manufacturers’ asgociations.”’ 

Accompanying this report are statements 
by several manufacturers of silk, iron, cotton, 
and other goods, to the effect that the wages 
pald for labor in the United States are 100 per 
cent greater than is paid for like work in 
England. These statements, however true 
technically they may be, were notconsidered 
sufficient by Mr. Nimmo to warrant him in 
making officially a like statement. 

The mere sum of wages in dollars and 
cents does not furnish an answer to the ques- 
tion, What are the comparative rates of 
wages given in various countries under cir- 
cumstances and conditions widely different ? 
Thus, ten years ago the currency of the 
United States was greatly depreciated, and 
it would be unfair to charge that an Ameri- 
can mechanic was getting $3 per day at a 
time wifen the money he was paid in was 
really worth but 80 cents on the dollar. 

A primary question in the estimation of 
wages is the value of the dollar in which the 
workman is paid, and the value of the dollar 
is only to be estimated by its purchasing 
power. How much will the day’s wages pur- 
chase in rent, fuel, food, and clothing. and of 
the other essentials to life and comfort? 
When 82 per day will furnish a man with the 
bare means of living, and the cost of living 
advances to §3 per day, then the $2 per day 
is greatly insufficient, far more so than if his 
wages was 82 per day and the cost of living 
was $1.50 per day. The cost of living, there- 
fore, is as essential to any comparison of the 
rates of wages as is the amount of wages 
paid to the workman. 

in comparing the amount of wages paid in 
Boston, Pittsburg, and Chicago, differ- 
ences in the cost of living in those cities area 
proper and vital point in the consideration of 
the question, and so the question of how 
much a given sum of money will buy of the 
necessary things of life in Manchester and 
Chicago must be ascertained before any clear 
comparison can be made as to the value of 
the wages paid in those ¢ities. 

There is just now in all parts of the coun- 
try an almost unanimous demand by the 
working classes for an advance in the rate 
of wages, and as unanimous a protest against 
any reduction of the present rates, the reason 
given being that the present wages receiyed 
by them are inadequate to their satisfactory 
support. This representation is not made by 
any one branch of industry but by many of 
them. In the face of this general declara- 
tion, does any one believe that the w in 
this country are really 100 per cent N, 
than are paid in England? If they are, it 
fol that the cost of living in this country

How do prices in these items compare with 
those abroad? The American wage-worker 
now pays probably 50 per cent more for rent 
than does the Englishman ; he pays for woolen 
clothing, and for clothing of all kinds, in- 
cluding hata, boots and shoes, 40 to 80 ver 
cent more; for household furniture of all 
kinds, 50 per cent more; all kinds of tools, 
implements, etc., 60 per cent more; for food 
during'1881-’82, thé price in this country and 
England was almost the same, the price here 
being too high to admit of its being exported, 
except in small quantities; amusements, and 
beer cost twice the price in this coum 
try that they command in Europe. The 
average workman expends from mont gto 
month in cost of living, rent, fuel, light, pro- 
visions, élothing for himself and family, and 
light beverages all that he receives for his 
labor, and this sum he claims is insuflicient 
for a satisfactory or comfortable sugport for 
himself, wife, and children. 

The American protected workman seems 
to be receiving twice as much wages as the 
free-trade Englishman: but his money only 
goes half as far—it possesses but half the 
purchasing power of his so-called ‘* pauper- 
labor” competitor across the water who 
works without any tariff to hamper or pro- 


tect him. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, 
though an exaggerated specimen of, wild 
protection, had too much regard for the in- 
tegrity of his official position to indorse the 
irresponsible represeygtations got up by cer- 
tain classes of the mahufacturers for effect 
on the tariff question, and therefore wisely 
declined to make even an attempt to com- 
pare the rates of wages paid in vafious coun- 
tries. The circunistances which govern the 
value of wages are too many and too varied 
to be overlooked, and when reduced to 
actual demonstration might, as they un- 


scandalously dishonest are the professions so 
clamorously made that the enormous pra- 
tective taxatwn is intended to benefit rather 
than impoverish the wage class of the peo- 
ple.

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NEW YORE POLIT!CS. 

Tur Tripune’s New York correspondent 
is in a position to gather pretty accurate in- 
formation about the inside political workings 
in that State, and several times during the 
past few weeks has reported curious com- 
plications among the Stalwart leaders. The 
situation is perplexing because Mr. Arthur, 
though President of the United States, has 
apparently been unwilling to surrender the 
direction of his party in his own State, and 
has met with unexpected opposition. There 
is no doubt that Arthur was an expert and 
eflicient manager when he wasin personal 
command of his forces. He has a knack for 
manipulating delegations, trading with the 
factions of the Democratic party, and con- 
trolling votes by sections. But he has been 
surprised to find that his accession to the 
Presidency has not increased, but rather im- 
paired, his influence; and according to 
latest accounts he is about ready to acknowl- 
edge that he can’t shape affairs to suit him- 
self, and turns to Conkling with the plaintive 
cry, Help, Cassius, or I sink!“ 

Gov. Cornell hag been the bete notre of the 
Conkling-Arthur combination. Cornell has 
not been popular with this clique since 
Conkling failed to secure a reélection to the 
Senate. During that struggle Arthur was 
subservient to Conkling’s orders, but Cornell 
seemed to understand that Conkling had 
made a fatal mistake and refused to work in 
the traces. Indeed, Cornell entertained a 
hope at one time that he might succeed 
either Conkling or Plati, and he was freely 
denounced asa.‘ traitor” in the Conkling 
camp. It was probably natural that the 
Conkling forces should declare war against 
Cornell, and Mr. Arthur, backed by the pres- 
tige and influence of the Presidency, sup- 
posed he would have no difficalty in crowd- 
ing Commell out of the Gubernatorial race. 
This proved not to be so easy a task as 
Arthur imagined. Folger is said to have been 
fixed upon first as the Administration can- 
didate for Governor, and was sent back home 
to feel the party pulse. Folger’s mission was 
not encouraging. and he returned to Wash- 
ington with tife impression that it would be 
extremely difficult for him to procure the 
nomination for Governor, and, in fact, that 
he would do well not to risk the attempt. 
Then it appears that the project was con- 
ceived of running a Half- Breed candidate, 
in order that the Stalwarts might claim rare 
generosity in case of success and evade re- 
sponsibility in case of defeat. Collector Rob- 
ertson was selected as the candidate for this 
business. But Robertson is a wily politician 
himself. It is said that he did not absolutely 
reject. the proposition, but he would hot 
agree to resign the office of Collector until 
after he should be elected Governor. He did 
not propose to take any chances for the ben- 
efit of the Arthur-Conkling crowd. So this 
plan miscarried, for Robertson would re- 
main on the hands of the Administration in 
ease he should fail to be elected, which 
would be embarrassing. After a good deal 
of vacillating Mr. Arthur is said vo be all at 
sea, and in the meantime Gov. Cornell has 
been strengthening his hold upon the party 
organization until it is very doubtful wheth- 
er he can be deprived of a renomination. 

The apparent failure of Mr. Arthur to 
manipulate the politics of his State to suit 
the purposes of his faction is now attributed 
to his timidity in using the Federal offices 
to further his plans. This has led to the 
rumor that Conkling is to be asked to be- 
come Premier to the Administration, with 
absolute power to reward friends and punish 
enemies. Arthur sees a popular way to 
bring this about by recalling Lowell, Minis- 
ter to England, whoisin disfavor with the 
lrish of New York on account of the posi- 
tion he assumed toward the Lrish-American 
“suspects.” In case Frelinghuysen 
could be sent to England and Conkling be 
made Secretary Of State. It is hifted that 
Conkling is willing to take the position under 
the terms, proposed, partly because he has 
found his law-practice disappointing, and 
partly because the change would restore him 
to active politics in a place of command, He 
would probably proceed to revolutionize the 
Government offices in New York and pro- 
vide for henchmen of his own, who could be 
trusted to carry out directions from head- 
quarters. It is suggested, however, that 
this heroic treatment of a desperate case 
would come too late to overturn the ar- 

rungements Cornel! has already been able to 
make to secure his own nomination. 

Of course there is nothing authoritative 
about any of these rumors, and Mr. Arthur 
has changed his base so often that there Is 
no assurance as to what he will or will not 
do. But i is pretty evident that, whether 
Gov. Connell shall succeed or whether he 
shall be forced out of the way to make place 


+ for some one of Mr. Artnur’s plans for con- 


trolling the 8 Committee and the defega- 
tion to the N Convention in 1884, these 
intrigues are not calculated to advance the 
interests of the Republican party in New 
York State.

THE BONDED-PERIOD WHISKY BILL. 

Senator Beck’s speech in favor of the bill 
to extend indefinitly the bonded period for 
distilled spirits is an able presentation of 
that side of the case. The integrity of Sen- 
ator Beck cannot be questioned. His know. 
edge of tht laws relating to the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits is very extensive and accurate. 
He has also the advantage in this argment 
of Commissioner Raum's support. Nobody 
is better able to judge of the probable effect 
ofanew revenue law than Commissioner 
Raum. When he says, as he does, that the 
pending bill could by ne possibility promote 
fraud, it must be admitted there is room for 
an honest difference of opinion. There has 
been a good deal of intolerance exhibited on 
both sides in the discussion of this question. 
The opponents of the bill assumed too hastily 
that it could not have been introduced with 
honest intentions. The friends of the bill 
rested their case too much on mere asser- 
tious of the ignorance of those who objected 
to its passage. Beck fell into the latter 
error yesterday. He said Folger and Win- 
dom had demonstrated conclusively their 
ignorance of the internal-revenue laws and 
their practical operation in the collection of 
the taxes on distilled spirits. 

The principie of the pill, as explained by 
Beck, is that the tax should be paid when the 
article enters into cohsumption, and not be- 
fore. No fraud ever has been committed 
after the spirits have been deposited in 
bonded warebouses. The system of tracing 
the spirits is so complete that the history of 
every barrel may be eompiled from the 
records in Washington, ‘The distillers or 
Government officers, or both together, could 
not commit frauds in bonded goods without 
causing their instant detection at Washing- 
ton. The statement that there are $67,000,000 
now owing on whisky in bond Beck says is 
absurd. All that portion of the whisky 
which shall be exported Will be free of tax, 
and if any shall be destroyed by fire or flood 
the tax will not be collected on it. Nothing 
is owing that has not been paid. The pro- 
vision of the new bill making allowances 
for évaporation is a mere transcript of the 
English law, and it is based on a just princi- 
ple, Beck believes that the proposed law 
would vindicate itself within a year if it 
should go into operation. 

The speech of the Kentucky Senator had a 
theatrical rather than a practical value. The 
whisky-men, it is well understood, have 
agreed to compromise, They will take a five- 
year bill rather than contend for a longer 
period with the chances much against their 
suceeeding. The opponents of the indefinit- 
period bill are likewise agreed that a five- 
year bill will be safe and reasonable. It will 
afford the distillers a respit of two years, 
while it will protect the Government against 
loss by great overproduction and deprecia- 
tion of prices. The Finance Committee has 
agreed upon such a bill, and will present it 
to the Senate tomorrow. : 

The investigation of the alleged subsei.ption 
of money to promote the passage of the [ndefi- 
nit period bill willnotcome to anything. Sen- 
ator Windom had no idea of entering upon 
so large a subject when he introduced his 
resolution. He did not offer it as an original 
proposition, but as an amendment to Voor- 
hees’ resolution of inquiry as to hts own per- 
sonal conduct. When the Voorhees resolu- 
tion was voted down there was a demand 
that the Windom amendment should be of- 
fered asan independent measure, and this 
was done. Senator Windom was misied by 
the statement that a large sum of money had 
been subscribed by the whisky men for an 
unknown purpose, This money, as the read- 
ersof Tue Trisune know, was called for 
by the exporters’ pool, the formation and in- 
tentions of which were publicly announced 
long ago. Senator Windom had not beard 
ot the exporters’ pool, and, as the assess- 
ments were made while the bill was pend- 
ing, he assumed there was some connection 
between the two facts. Itis too soon to say 
that his inference was not correct. Certain- 
ly the absolute control of so large a fund 
by a body of distillers deeply interested 
in procuring legislation by Congress may 
have operated as astrong temptation upon 
the trustees to put some of it where it would 
do the most good. But there jis not a particle 
of evidence that they yielded to temptation, 
and even if they did it would be difficult to 
eonnect the circumstances so as to make out 
a case of corruption. There is not a sus- 
picion that the vote or action of any member 
of Congress has been improperly influenced. 

Though the investigation may not come to 
anything, persons interested in an honest 
administration of the revenue laws rejoice 
that it has been instituted, and trust it will 
be vigorously prosecuted until it touches 
bottom. The agitation which has resulted in 
thedefeat of the indefinit-period bill and the 
substitution of a five-year bill has already 
been amply justified. Five years is enough 
for an experimental period. This is man- 
ifestly a species of legislation in which it 
will be weil to move slowly. 
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A VERY important bill respecting the pa- 
tent laws was passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives yesterday under a suspension of 
the rules. The bill provides that no act for 
damages or proceedings in equity shall be 
sustained, nor shall the party be liable under 
present laws for the use of any patented 
article or device when it shall appear on the 
trial that the defendant in the proceeding or 
trial purchased said article for a valuable 
consideration in open market. The vote on 
the passage of the bill was 155 to 48, or more 
than a majority of all the members elected, 
and more than three to one of those who 
voted. This bili will be a very popular 
mensure in the Western States, where inno- 
cent purchasers of patented articles have 
been subjected to most harassing and costly 
suits brought by parties whose claims to the 
patents have not been completely estab- 
lished. There is nd reason why people who 
in good faith buy patented articles publicly 
offered for sale should be made to suffer fos 
the fault or the misfortune of the dealer who 
sells to them. The annoying inquisito- 
righ and oppressive litigation which has 
been carried on against innocent farmers 
in. the barbed-wire and drive-well cases 
ought not to have been authorized by the 
laws of the country. Patentees have a suf- 
ficient rewedy against the persons who un- 
knowingly infringe upon these 
offer the products fer sale. The 
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valuable patents of their oon will take dis- 
interested views of the proposed law. When 
Senator Allison last week, during the discus- 
sion of the Court-of-Appeals bill, moved to 
put holders of patent and op rights on the 
same footing with other suitor’ in the United 
States courts, the motion was defeated by 
a vote of 27 nays to n yeas. The bill will, 
therefore, be closely contested in the Senate. 
Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, who introduced 
it, and advocated it in a pithy speech, is 
chiefly entitied to the credit of its passage 
in the House. 


THE NEW YORK CLUB SCRIMMAGE. 

The ways of members of New York clubs 
in matters of etiquet touching personal in- 
sults are past finding out. Our dispatches a 
day or two since contained the stirring de- 
talls of a personal misunderstanding between 
Messrs. Loubat and Turnbuß members of 
the Union Club, growigg out of such choice 
epithets as blackguard“ and “liar” ap- 
plied to each other, and neither has yet 
pulled the nose nor punched the head of 
the other. Indeed, the original offense lies 
so far back that there is now little danger 
of any nose-tweaking or head-punching on 
either side, and yet the whole Union Club 
is stirred to ite foundations by the bellig- 
erent aspect of the two members. 

It appears that several months ago Mr. 
Loubat, in conversation, spoke of a lady in 
very doubtful terms. Mr. Turnbull, a friend 
of the lady, resented the remark in vigorous 
terms, after Mr. Loubat had departed. There 
are two versions of his epithets, one to the 
effect that Loubat was a dirty, low biack- 
guard,” and the other that his speech was 
the most blackguard and ungentlemanly 
one he had ever heard. Inthe enunciation 
of these two opinions, Mr. Turnbull was 
temporarily safe because Mr. Loubat was not 
on the ground. There is also a distin 
with a difference between them. If Mr. 
Turnbull meant to intimate that Mr. Loubat 
yes a blackguard, the latter should unques- 

onably have punched him on sight. It he 
meant to intimate that the speech was a black- 
guard, a technicality at once arises in the 
shape of a confusion of language which the 
gilded youth of New York would probably 
seize upon at once, though in the ruder West 
the punching act would have promptly com- 
menced. But it happened that Mr, Loubat 
did not hear of the epithet for several 
days, and when he did he heard of both 
versions at once. They at once produced a 
confusion in his mind, and after thinking 
the matter over several days he could not ar- 
rive at a decision. Then he went to Call- 
fornia and was absent several months. He 
must-have deliberated upon the matter all 
the time he was there, for when he returned 
to New York he boldly acted upon the ques- 
tion by remarking that if Mr. Turnbull calied 
him a blackguard, then Mr. Turnbull was a 
“liar” and a malicious Har,“ which it will 
be noticed is very much in the style of the 
late Horace Greeley’s “ You lie, you villain, 
you lie!’ though it lacks the emphasis and 
ring of the latter because it had been kept so 
long. A lie boldly and breezily thrown out 
on the moment has an effervescence like a 
glass of champagne freshly drawn, but a lie 
that has remained in New York several days, 
made the journey to California and returned, 
is very much like the same glass ot cham- 
pagne after it has stood half a day. 

At the same time it will be observed that 
Mr. Loubat had been called a blackguard by 
Mr. Turnbull, and Mr. Turnbull had been 
called a Har by Mr. Loubat, an interval of 
three months existing between thetwo. Mr. 
Loubat’s head had been whiting to be 
punched all that time, and Mr. Turnbull’s 
nose had been waiting to be pulled. And 
yet the logical sequence of this somewhat 
unusual use of the English language did not 
follow on the spot, nor has it followed since. 
Mr. Turnbull simply addressed a confidential 
letter to each member of the club informing 
them of the remark of Mr. Loubat and noti- 


Loubat, whereat we are informed -that the 
whole ciub was torn up to its foundations in 
wonderment at what would turn up next. As 
nothing more serious can result than that 
Mr. Loubat will not notice Mr, Turnbull, we 
see no special reason why any member of 
the club should be astonished. If a member 
of their club is called a blackguard, subrosa, 
and it takes the other three mouths to plutk 
up courage sufficient to assert that No. 1 is a 
liar, and No. 1 devotes several days and large 
quantities of stationery to notify the club, 
not that he is not a liar, but that he will not 
notice No. 2, n does not seem necessary even 
for the. most timid member of the Union 
Club to fancy that its rooms will be steeped 
with the gore of either these gentle com- 
batants. The most sauguinary result that 
can follow is that Messrs. Turnbull and Lou- 
bat will come and go, unconscious of each 
other’s existence, the one content to wear the 
brand of blackguard and the other that of 
liar, each one being an object of interest to 
the jeunesse doree of the club and much 
sought after by the gentle creatures of the 
other sex who are content to be defend- 
ed by carpet knights. The prompter 
though eruder ways of the West are infinit- 
ly better, If the Union Clubis all torn up 
by this terrific combat in a sheep pasture, 
whgt would have been its condition if Lou- 
bat and Turnbull had been from the Far 
West, or had settled their little unpleasant- 
ness in the stand-up and fire-flying style of 
that barbarous region, where a lie starts a 
fight as quick as a match starts powder. The 
gentlemen in lavender ties and mauve pants 
may have the advantage in culture, and pose, 
and the languid stare, but when it comes to 
a first-class fighting lie they botch it dread- 
fully. Western brawn settles a lie in about 
two minutzs and a half. A community 
which hangs a man for getting euchred on a 
lone hand would make it very unsafe for a 
mau who waits three months after being 
called a blackguard, or for the man who in- 
dites episties by the ream to those who are 
not concerned in the transaction after he is 
called a liar. The Western fashion may not 
be cultured or elegant, but it is more direct 
and satisfactory, and saves time.

reached such an extent in 1879 80, had merely 
* gettied temporarily with their landlords by pay- 
ing them six and twelve months rent on 
account. They were still liable for arrears

New York, May 15.—The long-pending pool- 
ing agreement between the cable companies was 
tinally ratified today, and coincident with that 
arrangement was made public the statement 
that Gould's new cables had formally passed to

two wouths ago. The matter of details has been 
the cause of much delay, and Dr. Norvin Green 
said tonight that modification has been by dis- 
cussions over the cable aimost daily since the 
first ot last month The contract, he 
said. was not in complete form until 
within the past week. Today was the 
earliest day at which a ratification of the agree- 
ment could take piace. In addition to providing 
for the pro rata distribution of net earnings 
through the new pool, all the cable companies 
have joined in executing 
A NEW AGREEMENT 
with the Western Union Telegraph Company—a 
* supplemental agreement,” the companies term 
it, ror there previously oxisted contracts under 
which the several cable companies were bound 
to the Western Union either by direct contract 
or by agreements with companies swallowed by 
the Western Union. The Anglo-American Cable 
Company was bound to the Western Union; the 
French Cable Company was under contract to 
the American Union Telegraph Company and 
the Direct Cable Company was held by leases to 
the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company. To 
secure compliance with all of these exiating 
contracts, differing materially in their terms 
and provisious, was found by the Western Unioa 
Company to be difficult, if not absolutely impos- 
sible. Subsequent to the Gould consolidation of 
the telegraph companies,

Uo. 500 bales of cotton, indorsed Green & Co. in

It is 
alleged that the bills of lading were false; that 
the cotton was never shipped or received by the 
White Line Central Transit Company; that 
Green, who signed them, was not the agent of

Erie Bayley and Company in “ The 
Colenei” at Hooley’s. 

Tue favorable reports from other cities con- 
cerning Mr. Buruand's comedy, “Tne Colonel,” 
drew a large and fashionable audience to Hoo- 
ley’s Theatre last evening to witness the first 
production of the piece in this city, and their 
verdict was one of decided approval. The en- 
joyability of the evening was not, however, so 
much due to the play itself as the sterling merit 
of the company presenting it, every member of 
which, with perhaps one exception, is an artist 
ofjdecided ability. 

“The Colonel” is a satire upon the prevailing 
craze for the so-called esthetic in art and dress 
which bas pervaded Engiand for a year or two, 


| and some offshoots of which bave been feebly 


manifest in this country, The pilot is simple, 
and, while displaying no particular strength, in- 
teresting. A young married man, Mr. Richard 
Forrester, has for a mother-in-law Lady Tomp- 
kins, a very vigorous and seif-assertive person. 
She has been enlisted in the army of esthetes by 
Mr. Lambert Streyke, au impecunious fraud who 
worstips the lily in public and puts away vast 


quantities of Bass’ ale and roast beef in private. . 


Having gainea Lady Tompkins to bis cause, he 
sees to it that she converts her daugiiter, and 
the consequence is that Mr. Forrester, who is a 
mild-mannered individual, finds his home a very 
uncongénial place. He makes the acquaint- 
ance of Mrs. Blythe, a fasmonable widow, and.

the country, is ip reality comfortably ensconsed 
at a hotel. and enjoying the society of the widow.

Of the acting of Mr. Bayley as Col. Wood, Mise 
Therese Waldon as Nelly, and Misa Rachei Saw- 
yer as Mrs. Blythe, too much in the way of praise 
can hardly be said, the result of careful training 
combined with natural ability being a perform- 
ance of the parts taken by them that for 
smoothness and generui merit is refreshing iu 
these days of one-star-and-severel-sticks com- 
pavies.

The Snake Charmer at the Grand. 

For the opera of Audran’s which was produced 
at the Grand Opera-House last evening it may 
at least be“ said in its favor that it is perfectly 
innocuous.

They 
say y are now paying from W to W 
per cent higher wages all round than ia 
paid in neighboring cities, and compe- 
tition at present is 80 keen, they ciaim, 
that they cannot advance on present rates and 
keep running. A communication was sent the 
men stating these facts, and suggest ing that they 
set on font a movement to equalize rates of 
wages in all the cities. und thus remedy the 
evils of which they at present complain. A gen- 
eral strike is anticipated in all the departwents 
during the present week, and should this take 
place there will be a general lockout. The em- 
ployers are of opinion that this would be a good 
thing for the trude. They say it bas been very 
de for the past three or fuur years, and 
if the yards were closed for a time it would have 
the effect of diminishing « s, and might pro- 
duce a revival ia the trade. In the meantime 
other bands ure being empiosed to li the places 
ot the strikers, and some truubie was feared ia 
consequence, but so fur there has Leen uo in- 
terference with the new hands.

the Erie Directors asked the ra 
company iu extend their rail all the way into 
Buffalo. The alley people feel a little 
shy of investing money in the roadbed of a com- 
pany with credit as shaky as that of the Erie, 
so the matter was left in abeyance until the 
eppointment of a Receiver, when the matter 
was of sulficient importance to warrant the ex- 
penditure of so much money, provided they 
could be secured against the seizure of their 
iron. The Receiver then got an order of the 
court permitting the laying of the third rail at 
the expense of the Lehigh Valley Company, tne 
cost thereof to be paid out of the earn ac- 
cruing to the Erie from tra carried over 
this rail from the Lehigh Valley. 

In pursuance of this agreement the Lehigh 
Valley expended over $1, in laying the 
third rail. and the value of traflic may be 
estimated from the fact that the earnings from 
traffie in the next two years were sullicient'to 
ey oe Se cone This ing the year of the 

tennial, the Lehigh alley brought ao 
enormous passenger traffic over the line in 
addition to the heavy coal tonnage to the West. 
This contract expired last year, but the joint 
operations of the two lines have still been con- 
ducted under its provisions. The new contract 
is to continue for ten years, and it permits the 
free use of the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
tracks by the Lebigh Valley between Waverly 
and Buffalo for either freight or passengers. 
The Lehizh Valley engines now run over the 
New York Division of the Pennsylvania de- 
tween Jersey City and Metuchen, and they may 
do the same on the Erie. If the Lehigh Valley 
chooses to furnish the motive power, 7 pay 
trackage, and if the Erie engines are they 
prorate on tariffs.

Vice-President Oakes’ Trip Over the 
: Northern Pacific. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Pat, Mina. May 15.—Viee resident 
Oakes and party bave returned from their West- 
ern trip. The Journey was made to the end of 
the track, seventeen miles beyond Glendive. A 
portion of the party took wagons and traveled 
some fourteefi miles beyond the end of the track, 
east of the Big Horn River. They traveled over 
the entire main lineand branches. The estimat- 
ed increase in the wheat acreage is 33 to 50 per 
cent greater than that of last year, taken in the 
aggregate. If the 33 per cent increase is realised 
the shipment of the year’s crop on the Nerth- 
ern Pacific will be from 4,000,099 to 
5.000.000 bushels of wheat. By the expiresion of 
ten days sixty miles of grade will be completed, 
and the whole can be laid with track in thirty 
days into the new Town of Billings. It is now 
calculated to reach that place by July 1. In the 
Nationa! Park region surveys are now going on. 
Two surveys are being made—one from Benson's 
Landing and one from Boseman. The length of 
the routes are fifty to sixty miles. The surveys 
will not be completed until the end of 
the summer. It is not expected that construc- 
tien work will begin before next year. With 
regard] to the territory in which the Northern 
Pacitic, Utah & Northern, and the Union Pacific 
are or may be mutually inoverested, no formal 
arrangements bave been made about building 
lines in Montana, in divisions of territory, or in 
poo With regard to the future of Superior 
City and Duluth, Mr. UVakes said they were prac- 
tically one city, or would be. The Northern Pa- 
cine Company is indifferent as to the growth of 
either as in competition with the other. About 
the reported incorporation of the Ontario Pa- 
cific of Canada, which by connection it is alleged 
the Nortnern Pacific, via Sault Ste. Marie, 
will have a 400-mile shorter route to Montreal 
than via Chicago. Mr. Oakes said that he knew 
nothing. He had read the statement in the 
papers, but knew nothing further about the 
matter. The affairs of the Manitoba South- 
western were alluded to by the reporter 
eliciting the statement that the grant of 64,000 
acres per mile of the road will be turned over to 
the company when it complies with the terms of 
the charter, and the road bas already done so. 
Sir John Macdonald, the Premier, bas stated in 
Parliament that the lands will be given to the 
company. ‘This is assured. The reporter 
asked if the road would be built to the bound- 
ary,and was told that this isa matter ot less 
importance to the Northern Pacific than is gen- 
agg understood. As a matter of fact the 
Manitoba & Northwestern is worth intrinsicaily 
a much greater sum than is so far represented 
in its construchion, independent of its cofinec- 
tion with the Northern Pacific. The lands al- 
ready earned are worth $3,000,000. Being ques- 
tioned as to the land policy of the road, 
Mr. Oakes said that it would be to en- 
courage purchases by actual settlers and 
to prevent grabbing by speculators. Col. Lam- 
bern, just appointed Commissioner. is a man of 
large experience and broad views, and one who 
Will got for the best interests of the company 
and the prosperity of the settiers.

KILLED BY A POLICEMAN. 


Officer Specht Shoots James Muir in a 
Saloon Bow ai South Evanston, 

About 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon Henry 
Specht, a policeman at South Evanston, snot 
James Muir, the ball taking effect in the small 
ot the back. Muir died at 8 o'clock last evening. 
The shooting grew out of a row near Calvary Cem- 
etery Sunday evening. It is alleged that Muir 
and half a dozen of his crowd epent the day drink - 
ing and carousing about Rosehill, and toward 
night went to the restaurant of Adam Mars and 
Peter Ruh, near Calvary. Here they asked for 
liquor, but were refused, as they were quite 
drunk, and a row ensued, Specht came in and 
attempted to interfere, but his club was taken 
from him and he would have been badly beaten 
but for the timely interference of some outside 
parties, Seeing themseives outnumbered, the 
crowd ran away, and Muir, who, it is claimed, 
had been cohepicuous as a leader, was fol- 
lowed by Specht, who red too shots in 
the air to frighten the fugitive into a 
bait. Failimg in this, he turned his weapon 
on Muir, fired a third shot, and 
brought him to the ground. Semback, a fellow 
officer of Specht’s, came up at this point, and 
the two succeeded in arresting George Beck and 
Henry Steinberger, members of che crowd. 
Specht and Semvack were brought up before 
Justice Kearney at 7:30 last evening ou a war- 
rant for assault, but while the trial was in prog- 
ress a woman came shrieking to the court-room 
and said that Muir was dead. Accordingly Sem- 
buck and Specht were rearrested, but on a 
charge of murder.

Judge Rogers Gives Some Fatherly Ad- 
vice to the Newly-Impaneled 
Grand Jury.

The Liability of a Vessel for Interest 
aud Costs in a Collision Case. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning rendered 
an opinfon in the admiralty case of Channon 
against the steam-propeller Favorite, involving 
an interesting point of admiralty law. Qn the 
24 of August, 1877, a collision ocourred on Lake 
Michigan between the propeller Favorite and 
the schooner Grace A. Channon, by which the 
schooner and her cargo were sunk and became a 
total loss. A Hbel was filed shortly after by the 
owners of the schooner against the Favorite to 
recover the value of the former and the amount 
of freight then earned. Another libel was sub- 
sequently filed by one Graham to recover dam- 
ages for the loss of a child who was drowned 
at the time of the ovllision, and a 
third libel by the Provideuce Washington

In 
the present case the owners were allowed to re- 
tain possession of the steamer, thus pract 
giving them the use of the appraisal value until 
ordered to pay it into court. If the owners had 

id the value of the steamer into court, the 
atter could and doubtiess would dave 
ordered the money to be put at interest for the 
benetit of the parties concerned. Yet the Kirby 

Company. after having bad the-use of the a

All were impaneled as 
grand jurors by the administranuon of the usual 
Oath, Thenin a brief address Judge Rogers said 
that while he should assume that all the jurors 
before him knew the nature of the duties which 
they were to perform, his experience of twelve 
years on the bench bad taught him that a few 
words of caution with regard to their conduct 
might not be entirely unnecessary.

GOLMAN’S GALL. 

A POLICE COURT INCIDENT. 
One of the grandest exhibitions of “gall”
